JURY GOES OVER 


EVIDENCE ANEW 


The Eloquent Mr. Delmas as He Pleaded for Life of Harry Thaw. 


Game Into Court to Hear Once More 


the Testimony of Eye-Witnesses 


to the Famous Tragedy 


New York, April 11.—The Jury in 


the Thaw case, which came into court 
at 11 a. m., today to ask (or certain 
exhibits and the re-reading of portions 
of the testimony, reported again at 
?,:04 p. m., and asked for the reading 
of further extracts from Justice Fitz- 
gerald's charge. 


One of these related to the testi- 


mony of Doctors Evans and Wagner. 
Justice Fitzgerald 
said 
these men 


were competent to give testimony as 
to Thaw's mental condition of their 
personal examinations. 


Halted By Justice. 


Foreman Smith started In to dis- 


cuss certain other phases of his 
charge with Justice Fitzgerald, but 
was stopped short. 


"I can't discuss the matter with you. 


Be careful about that, Mr. Foreman," 
exclaimed.the judge. 


The jury also asked to be Instructed 


as to what weight should bo given to 
opinions based on hypothetical ques- 
tions. -Justice 
Fitzgerald1 had that 


Ijart of his charge in which he said 
that opinions were not to be given the 
same consideration as facts read to 
the jurors. 
Wanted.Delmas' Address. 


' The jury asked permission to have 
Borne portions of Delmas' summing-up 
address read to them, but Justice Fitz- 
gerald would not permit it, saying it 
-was not evidence. 


The sconcl request for information 


from the jury was taken as positive 
ihdica.tton that the verdict, if rend- 
ered, will be,based on-the sanity or 
insanity of" the 'defendant, and that 
the unwritten Jaw will have no part 
In it.' The request for the reading of 
a portion of Mr. Delmas'' speech was 
taken, as- a fcvora.ble indication by the 


ils counsel expect is a disagreement 
of tho jury. They have feared from 
the time the jurors retired that there 
might bo a compromise among them 
on some lesser degree of guilt than 
murder in the first degree. 


Did Not Inspire Hope. 


The action of the jury today in call- 


ing for the testimony did not inspire 
the attorneys to any new hope. 


Following the testimony

They looked pale and worn as 
they filed out of the criminal courts 
building, but on their return two hours 
later, their drooping spirits hud some- 
what revived and they exchanged 
smiles and words of sympathy with a 
number of newspaper men who have 
been in attendance on the trial since 
the 23rd of January. 


Justice Fitzgerald arrived at the 


court house shortly after 10 o'clock. 
He had been preceded a few minutes 
by members of the Thaw family, all 
of whom seemed dejected and all but 
forlorn. 


Just before 11 o'clock Justice Fitz- 


gerald received a communication from 
the jury asking for an interview ai 
which they might present 
their re- 
defense, despite the fact that Justice , 
tg for-exhil)its and\he reading of 


Fitzgerald 
would not allow the re- 


quest. 


WANTED MORE LIGHT. 


Jury Asks for. Exhibits and Eivdence 


After Eighteen Hours. 


• New iork; April 11.—After deliber- 
ating lor more . than eighteen hours 
without being able to reach an agree- 
ment the jury, in whose hands the fate 
of Harry K. .Thaw was given at 5:17 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, reported 
before Justice Fitzgerald at 11 a. m. 
today and asked permission to exam- 
ine a large number of the exhibits in- 
troduced during the trial 
and also 


asked to have read to them the testi- 
mony of several of the eye-wtlnesses 
to the tragedy. 


Among th.3 exhibits called for were 


the letters which Harry Thaw wrote 
to Attorney Longfellow shortly after 
as alleged, Evelyn Nesbit told him in 
Paris the story of her relations with 
Stanford White, and the will and cod 
icil which Thaw executed the night o 
his marriage in Pittsburg on April 4 
1905 
The letters and will were in- 


troduced by the defense to show the 
mental storm which, it. is claimed, was 
brought upon the defendant by the 
story the girl related. 


Asked for Diagram. 


The jury also asked for the diagram 


of Madison Square roof garden as it 
was the night Thaw killed White. 
This diagram was held up before them 
as the court stenographer read from 
the official record of the testimony 
the evidence given by James Clinch 
Smith, the brother-in-law of Stanford 
White to whom Thaw talked for more 
than half an hour the night of the 
tragedy; the evidence of Meyer Cohen 
the music publisher, whom Mr. Del 
mas had quoted in his summing «i 
address as saying that Thaw after he 
had sent Stanford White to his death, 
held out his arms in the shape of a 
cross as a priect might do at some 
ciacriflcial ceremony; the testimony of 
Henry S. Plaise: of Paul Brudi the 
fireman who disarmed Thaw; of Bar- 
ren Paxion. the engineer of the TOO: 
garden, and other witnesses. 


The action of the jury in asking for 


tbe particular exhibits and the testi- 
mony indicated led to much specula- 
tion as to what the trend of their long 
discussion had been. 


One Current Theory. 


One of the widely discussed theo- 


ries was that tbe jurors either wanted 
to refresh their memories as to tesU- 
monv tending to show either delibera- 
tion or premeditation on the part of 


haw or else they wanted to have the 
orv of Thaw's actions the night of 


the 'tracefly rehearsed once more in 
order that "they might judge as to his 
rationality. The suggestion of the lat-

nv the fact that they desired to ex-

Promptly at 11 o'clock the jury filed 


into the court room. Only the mem- 
bers of the Thaw family, his attor- 
neys, District Attorney Jerome and 
he newspaper men were allowed to 
enter. 


Strain Showed Plainly. 


The strain under which the jurors 


had labored since their retirement yes- 
terday afternoon was plainly written 
upon their faces, their eyes were red, 
their cheeks a chalky white and the 
whole effect one of haggardness. 
It 


was evident that sleep had been a 
stranger to their consultation 
room 


last night. Jurors Pink 
and Steel 


seemed especially to have' suffered in 
the long vigil. During the long time 
It required the court stenographer to 
read the testimony they desired, the 
jurymen lounged back in their chairs 
and appeared to keep awake only with 
the greatest difficulty. 


When Harry Thaw was called to the 


bar he entered the room witu a quick 
stride and bright eyes and carrying 
half a dozen morning newspapers. His

New York, 'April 11.—After what is 


believed to have been a fruitless night 
of discussion and balloting, the jury 
in the trial of Harry K. Thaw was lib- 
erated from its conference room at 7 
o'clock this morning and taken out to 
breakfast. The night had been a hard 
one for many of the jurors and the 
strain o£ the long trial and the longe- 
hours of deliberation upon a verdlcl 
plainly showed on their pale faces and 
reddened eyes.

An Ordinance Requiring the Wearing of 


Badges by Meter Readers or Inspectors 
of oil Persons Companies or Corpora- 
tions Furnishing Water. Gas or Elec- 
tricity in the City of Fort Wayne. 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the Com- 


mon Council of tho City of Fort Wayne 
that It shall he the duty of all persons, 
companies-or corporations selling or furn- 
ishing to citizens of the City of Fort 
Wayne gas. water or electricity to supply 
to, and to cause to be worn by, all their 
meter readers or inspectors-a metal badge 
containing the -words. "Meter Inspector," 
and the initials of the person, company or 
corporation by whom such meter reader 
or Inspector is employed, and it shall 
be the duty of such meter reader or in- 
spector to cause such metal badge to be 
worn In a conspicuous and visible portion 
of his clothing so as to be easily seen 
whenever about to enter any residence In 
the City of Fort Wayne for the purpose 
of reading or inspecting any rneter or 
register owned by any such person, com- 
pany or corporation. 


Section 2. That It shall be unlawful 


for any person, company or corporation to 
turn or shut off any water, gas or elec- 
tricity from any of its patrons, because 
of the refusal of such patrons to allow ] 
any of the meter readers or inspectors nf 
such person, company or corporation to 
read or Inspect the meter of such patrons, 
unless such meter reader or inspector 
shall have badge, at the time of such re- 
fusal upon his person in a conspicuous and 
visible place, the metal badge referred to 
in Section 1 of this ordinance. 


Section 3. Any person, company or cor- 


poration violating or failing to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall be in 


full force and effect from and after its 
passage, approval by the Mayor and legal

Insanity a* an Excuse. 


"Homicide is also excusable tn in- 


sanity. The law is contained In sec- 
tions'20 and 21 of the penal code. Sec- 
tion 20 says an act done by an Im- off to tf, 
beetle. Idiot, lunatic or insane person 
is not a crime. This language is very 
broad and would at first glance appear 
to apply to all persons of unsound 
mind without regard to degree of in- 
sanity. Cut section 21 limits section 
EO as follows: 
" 'A person Is not excusable from 


criminal liability as an idiot, Imbecile, 
lunatic or lusane person, except upon 
proof that at tho tlmu of committing 
the alleged crime lie was laboring un- 
der such a defect of reason as either 
not to know tlie nature or quality of 
the act or to know that the act was 
•wrong.' 


"Before murder In the first degree 


can be done, a distinguished jurist 
has said, It must appear that there 
•was somo act of deliberation and pre- 
meditation. This, ot necessity, is for 
the comprehension of the jury. 


"If you are satisfied that there was 


a design to effect death, but without 
deliberation and 
premeditation, you 


may find murder in the second degree. 
Tho defendant may be convicted un 
der this indictment ot murder Is tho 
first or second degree or manslaughter 
in the first degree. 


Give Benefit of Doubt. 


"When it appears that tho defend- 


ant committed a crime and there Is 
reasonable doubt of which degree he 
is guilty, he can be convicted of the 
lowest only. 


"As I have tried to impress upon 


you since this trial began, the char- 
acter of the victim furnishes neither 
excuse nor justification. Tho general 
character of the victim is not the Is- ^^ ^^ 
sue. and, no matter how bnd he might 
c.ittle—Se 


have been he Is entitled to the protec- ket strong, 
tion of the law. 


"The personal avenger of private 


or public wrongs is not recognized un- 
der our law. Even' person is under 
the protection of the law. Good or 
bad, 
exalted or humble, all are alike 


covered by Us shield. 


"The 
plea of not guilty Is a denial 


of every material allegation charged 
against tho defendant, and such evi- 
dence may be presented as will off- 
set these allegations and establish his 
Insanity at the time of the commis- 
sion of the act. Tho law presumes

that sanity is the normal condition s.so. 
of man. and wherein insanity is the 
plea that becomes the crucial ques- 
tion for the jury to decide. 


"If there existed in the mind of 


the defendant an Insane illusion It is 
not an excuse unless the illusion Is 
of such a character that if true it 
•would result in his injury. 


Proof Must Be Positive. 


"Proof- of partial or Incipient insan- 


ity is not sufficient as an excuse. 
The settled law -f the state Is that so 
long as that power to appreciate the 
nature and quality of the net is pres- 
ent no man must commit crime If he 
would escape the consequences. 


'"Under the rules of evidence Ihe 


story, claimed by the defendant's wife 
to have been told by her to the de- 
fendant, is admitted, not as affecting 
the character of the deceased, but 
that you might consider what effect 
such a story had on the defendant's 
mind.
